Enough  is  known 
of  the  views  of  Republicans  in  this 
locality  to  say  that  Mr.  Griggs  is  pre¬ 
ferred  and  that  Mr.  Kean  is  not  A 
citizen  is  willing  to  go  to  Trenton  and 
protest  against  the  nomination  of  Mr. 
Kean  as  unfit  to  be  made.  Says  this 
citizen,  “He  wap  openly  charged  with 
bribery  in  conducting  the  campaign 
in  which  he  was  elected  to  Congress 
in  1883.  But  for  this  he  might  have 
been  elected  Governor  three  years 
ago.  Nobody  who  knows  Jobn  Kean 
regards  him  u  s  fit  candidate  for 
office  bat  politicians  ofj  the  meanest 
aort" 

In  the  campaign  in  which  he  was 
elected  to  Congress,  John  Kean  was 
opposed  by  Miles  Rosa,  DeiAicrat, 
and  Benjamin  Urner,  Independent. 
Freer  polled  more  votes  than  Rosa, 
but  was  beaten  by  Kean.  After  the 
election  Urner  secured  positive  evi¬ 
dence  of  bribery  against  both  Kean 
and  Rosa,  bnt  was  not  able  to  secure 
an  indictment  by  the  grand  jury  in 
that  year  ia  either  Monmouth  <gr 
Union  County,  because  of  the  political 
influence  wielded  by  the  candidates 
he  accused  of  bribery.  Both  the  evi¬ 
dence  and  the  Skis  law  were  then 
sufficient  to  conyjCt  for  bribery,  but 
the  machinery  of  the  law  was  not. 
In  the  next  year  at  Trenton  the  brib¬ 
ery  laws  were  “amended"  so  that  it 
waa  made  practically  im  possible  to 
secure  conviction  for  this  crime. 

About  the  only  thing  left  for  inde¬ 
pendent  voters  to  do  ia  to  turn  out  at 
the  primaries  and  insist  that  candi¬ 
dates  "ball  be  nominated  who  are 
irreproachable  and  ia  no  need  of  cor¬ 
rupting  the  ballot  to  secure  their

Councilman  Nevin  reported  that  the 
streets  were  in  good  condition,  except 
that  where  house  connections  with  the 
street  sewer  had  been  made,  the  macad¬ 
am  was  not  properly  done.  He  recom¬ 
mended  that  350  feet  of  from  12  to  18 
inch  pipe  be  procured  for  street  drain¬ 
age  at  crossings,  and  the  expense  was 
authorized.
